On page 2 of the remarks, applicant submits that "the disclosure by Franco et al. does not teach all of the features of independent 
claims 1, 22, 23 and 41. Specifically, Franco et al. do not disclose deriving characteristics of individual spans of an optical communications 
link, nor do they disclose spatially resolving non-linear distortion from different parts of the communications link." 

The claims do not disclose deriving characteristics of individual spans of an optical communications link, but rather disclose spatially 
resolving non-linear distortion from different parts of the communications link. Franco et al., on col. 1 9, lines 8 to col. 20, lines 56, discloses 
characteristic measurements of different parts of the communication link. 

On page 3 of the remark, applicant indicates that "Specifically, "spatially resolving" infers the separation or determination of a value 
(according to the verb "resolve") with respect to a spatial dimension (according to use of the adjective "spatial")." 

The term "spatially resolving" is interpreted as separately resolving (see applicant's specification page 1 lines 24-26). Franco et al., 
disclose such limitation since each measurement is separately measured (see col. 19, lines 8 to col. 20, lines 56). 
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
